The Story of Hercules. 

The ancient Greeks, who flourished 
or three thousand years ago, have left behind 
them a great many curious, and a great ma¬ 
ny useful records. One remarkable tiling 
in respect to what remains of their writings, 
is the mixture of truth and fable they contain, 
Even their histories have as much poetry 
fact, and we are often puzzled to separa 
one from the other. 

The story of Hercules, one of their he¬ 
roes, will serve to illustrate all this. He is 
represented as a man of prodigious strength 
ami the Greek poets have delighted to em¬ 
bellish his story with extravagant fictions, 
t is said that even while an infant ic. his 
radle, Juno, the wife of Jupiter, sent two 
nakes for the purpose of killing him. His 
little brother was near him at the lime, but 
way in the greatest terror, while 
Hercules caught the snakes in his hands 
ilanlly squeezed them to death, 
tell you all the marvellous actions 
that are attributed lo this hero ; a fei 
[he most remarkable will be sufficient. 

It appears that there was a terrible 
in the country where Hercules lived, which 
brew the inhabitants into the greatest 
steruation. Hercules determined to kill 
him, accordingly went to the place which 
he frequented. He first assailed him will) 
irrows, but these being of no avail, he st¬ 
acked him with his club. 

The lion retreated, and Hercules follow¬ 
ed him to his den. Here the monster strug¬ 
gled for his life, but our hero succeeded 
getting his arms round his neck, and by 
his prodigious strength choked him to death 

There is a tale told of General Putnam, a 
little like this of Hercules and the lion.— 
The General, it is said, followed the wolf in¬ 
to bis den, and after looking him in the face, 
shot him dead. 

It is very probable that, if Putnam had 
lived in the early ages of Greece, lie would 
have been no less famous than Hercules.— 
VVe should, doubtless, have had many po¬ 
ems recounting bis prodigious feats of j 
strength and coutage. 

Another exploit of Hercules was the kill¬ 
ing the monster with seven heads, ct 
•lie Lernsean hydra. The particular n 
tiers and habits of this beast are not kn 
lo us ; but he seems to have been exceeding¬ 
ly dreaded by the people of the neighbor¬ 
hood. After some skirmishes, Hercules 
came to close quarters with him, and beat 
off two or three of his heads wilh his club. 

But what was his astonishment to 
ceive that the heads grew out again as 
as they were knocked off! 

He was a good deal puzzled at this, < 
daresay you would have been in such a case; 
but one ol his friends, Jolas, being at hand 
Hercules sent him for a red-hot iron, and 
directed him ta sear the places over with it, 
as fast as he beat off the heads. This pre¬ 
vented them from growing again, and the 
whole seven being beaten off, the monster 
died. 

This will he enough to give you some 
idea of the wonderful actions attributed to 
Hercules, and which induced the Greeks, 
.after his death, to worship him as a hero.— 
At tbe present day we reverence men of 
superior virtue and wisdom, but in the com- 
paratively barbarous age of which l have 
been speaking, divine honors were rendered 
to those whose chiefexcellence lay in bodi¬ 
ly strength.—| Parley’s Universal History.]

OREGON TERRITORY. 

I do not dilate upon the value and extent 
of this great country. A word suffices lo 
display both. In extent, it is larger than 
the Atlantic portion ol the old thirteen Uni¬ 
ted States ; in climate softer ; in fertility 
greater; in salubrity superior ; in position 
belter, because fronting Asia, and washed 
by a tranquil sea. In all these particulars, 
the western slope of our continent is far 
more happy than the easte'n. In configu¬ 
ration it is inexpressibly fine and grand—a 
vast oblong square, with natural boundaries, 
and a single gateway into the sea. The 
snow capped Rocky mountains enclose it to 
the east, an iron bound coast on the west : a 
frozen desert oft the north, and sand plains 
on the south. All its rivers, rising on the 
segment of a vast circumference run to meet 
each other in the centre ; and then flow to¬ 
gether into the ocean, through a gap in the 
mountain, where the heals of summer and 
the colds of winter are never felt,and where 
southern and northern diseases are equally 
unknown. This is the valley of the Colum¬ 
bia—a couutry whose every advantage is 
crowned by the position and configuration ; 
by the unity of all its parts—the inaccessi¬ 
bility of its borders—and its single introgres- 
sion to the sea. Such a country is formed 
for union, wealth and strength. It can have 
but one capital, and that will be a Thebes ; 
but one commercial emporium and that will 
be a Tyre, queen of cities. Such a country 
can have but one people, one interest, one 
government and that peeple should be 
American—that interest ours—and that gov¬ 
ernment republican. . Accursed and infa¬ 
mous be tbe man that divides or alienates it. 

But, it is demanded, will you add this 
great country to this great Union, already 
too large in the opinion of many? I ansu 
that question as Mr. Jefferson answered 
forty years ago. 1 would say, 1 would keep 
the European power out of it. I would 
plant the American in it. [ would nurture 
and sustain him in his infancy ; and v 
old enough to take care of himself, I w 
part from him, as the father parts from his 
manly son—with benedictions, with aid, 
wilh injunctions never to forget what is 
to his parent. [Benton’s Speech.]

The principal immediate resource of the 
State, beside the $7,967,92 cash in the Treas

Of the public debt there will be payable the 
present year—Principal $68,231,45 and Inter¬ 
est $104,400,00. No part of tbe funded debt 
will become due in 1844, but $262,146 22 will 
re in 1845 Upwards of one million of 
the debt will not be payable until after 1850 
The State owns 100 shares in the Augusta 
Bank—60 in the Mercantile Bank, and 50 in 
the Maine Bank.
